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Director Gerard Smith had used a top secret code word Agency chart in 
briefing Senators Pastore and Symington at the SALT talks and Symington 
requested a copy of the chart. Mr. Stoertz, to whom the request was made, 
advised this was a matter which would have to be tak en up at Hea dquarters 
on the Senator's return.

DIA, advised that DOD had given Mr. James Woolsey, Senate Armed Services 
Committee staff, only a one time access clearance for code word material 
and had not processed a full compartmented clearance on him. They are 
delaying this pending a written request from Chairman Stennis. 
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4. Richard Perle, of the staff of the Subcommittee 

on National Security and International Operations , requested information on 
Soviet research and development regarding lasers. I said I would try to 
provide this information. 
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Met with Dorothy Fosdick, Staff Director of the 
Subcommittee on National Security and Internatio nal Oper ations, regarding 
a questionnaire she had asked us to fill in on facts and figures regarding 
certain Soviet strategic weapons. Per instructions from the Director and 
in coordination with Mr. Duckett, I gave her rounded figures and persuaded 
her to delete certain specific sensitive details from her original draft. 

I also pointed out to her reasons for our reluctance to become involved in 
sanitizing for publication material, of such sensitive or controversial nature. 
She said she appreciated our problem, and assured me that she and Senator 
Jackson would scrupulously: protect! 


In response to her questions, I told Miss Fosdick of our latest informs 
tion on Soviet ICBM silos, Soviet weapons in Egypt, and Soviet submarine 
developments ,
